system which might otherwise exist 
even though he spent much money 
buying new lamps, brackets and chan­ 
deliers. 
Most essential among these rules ia 
one that says no light-source (lamp- 
filument) should he visible to the eye. 
, If n lamj) be so high that it is out of 
the line of vision this rule may be 
modified; not otherwise; and even 
sheh it may well be frosted or en­ 
ameled. 
Amdhg light rays passing 
from 
lamp to eye, those which are horizon­ 
tal or nearly horizontal are the most 
injurious to the eyes. There are few 
horizontal rays in natural lighting; 
thought the light of the sun be more 
intense than any supplied by indoor 
light source, yet its rays are strained 
through the atmosphere surrounding 
the earth, and thus broken up and 
diffused. 
They are seldom horizontal unless 
reflected from water or snow; then 
they become painfully dazzling. More­ 
over, eyes are naturally shielded from 
the light of sun and sky by forehead? 
brows and lashes; but these shades 
fail to protect from horizontal rays. 
Light from sources within the ordi­ 
nary range of vision therefore must 
be broken and diffused as to be turn­ 
ed from light rays into ligh'y glow. 
Light rays müst not only be pre­ 
vented from shining directly from 
source to eye;, they must not be al­ 
lowed to fall on walls, desks, pages of 
book or other brilliant surface and to 
reflect into the eyps in glare. This is 
a wide-spread fauft in artificial light­ 
ing, and it 1» said to be more injurious 
than direct light rays, because it is 
more insidious and one does not so 
quickly shield eyes from its influence. 
Thus it becomes apparent that light 
as it loaves its source, the electric 
lamp, must be directed and diffused, 
so as to lose as little as possibk of 
its illuminatiqig power, yet so as to 
prevent all forms of glare. 
Illumination of a room can be ac­ 
complished in two ways; by the in­ 
stallation of a central ceiling fixture 
of sufficient intensity to make it pos­ 
sible to read or work in every part 
of the room served; or by the use 
instead of several fixtures which give 
localized light to eertain spots, leav­ 
ing other ureas in shadow. For ideal 
illumination of more important ^ooms 
both central fixture and smaller brack 
ets and lamps are required so as to 
adapt illumination to varying needs 
and moods.
